Prohibition Lives On 


More than three de<ades after the re-

local option ordinances in Wisconsin muni-

There are 1.837 local units of govern-

It is 
obvious, of course, that most of these com- 
munities are comparatively minor ones, in 
population terms. Most of them are rural 
towns in the far western zones of the state. 
The "dry" population ratio of the state is 
perhaps 10 per cent, or less.

Problems in Pacification 


When President Johnson met Premier 


Ky in Hawaii last winter, emphasis was 
p'aced h\ both upon the need to expand 
the "pacification" program in South Yiet 
Nam. Basically this program is aimed at 
providing protection and help for the jun- 
gle villagers to acquaint them in some way 
with the central government in Saigon. 
It was this lack of liaison that caused much 
of the dissatisfaction with the regime of 
President Diem. 


But. while the pacification idea is ap- 


parently sound and certainly should be 
tried, its practical application in a nation 
at war is difficult. Long before Premier 
Ky came to power. Americans were help- 
ing in the Strategic Hamlet program, par- 
ticularly in mountain areas, encouraging 
villagers to join together for greater pro- 
tection from the raids of the Viet Cong. 


Since the Hawaii meeting, the efforts 


at pacification have been stepped up. In 
May the first class of pacification workers 
under the new plan was graduated. >"me 
4.700 Vietnamese m 59 member teams had 
completed the training.

from other Vietnamese. 


Recruiting students for the center's 


course has not been too difficult but their 
qualifications are in doubt. A large per- 
centage of the two classes thus far in 
training were formerly in the Strategic 
Hamlet project 
and there is suspicion 


among Ky officials that they are still 
loyal to the assassinated Diem. Since class- 
es were filled by quota from the various 
provinces, it has been suspected that pro- 
vincial chiefs not only chose those loyal 
to themselves but even sold positions. And 
of course pacification team membership 
makes a student exempt from the mili- 
tary draft, reason enough for a lot of 
them to apply. 


What is likely to happen when these 


teams, of various political persuasion, abili- 
ties and interests attempt to convince 
villagers that their best hope lies in cooper- 
ation and allegiance to the government in 
Saicon? Certainly local provincial chiefs 
will be a stumbling block since such alle- 
giance is bound to reduce their own power. 
The Vietnamese social structure is notori- 
ously corrupt but how will team members 
get rid of a corrupt village government 
wh^n it probably has powerful ties back 
in Saigon^1 


This is a program which will need many 


years at best to achieve any measure of 
success If the Americans now in Viet \am 
could give their attention to it instead of 
fightine a vicious iunele war. it might have 
a greater measure of possible success. But 
even in the Philippines, under far more 
favorable conditions, the same type of 
program took months to achieve any prog- 
ress.

Huks is a tribute to the idea which should 
have been inaugurated in Viet Nam yeari 
ago.

so many sociologists devote 
themselves to inquiring into 
the causes of divorce, but so 
few attempt to investigate the 
causes of marriage. It seems 
to me impossible to under- 
stand why two persons get 
divorced unless we can com- 
prehend why they goi married 
in the first place. 


I am not suggesting that 


only two persons who are 
deeply in love can have a 
successful marriage: but I am 
saying that if young people — 
and some o'der ones, too — 
marry for what we might call 
"negative" reasons, thev can 
expect to have a negative end 
to their relationship 


Among the most common 


negative reasons, it has been 
my observation, are: social 
fatigue, rebellion against an 
whappy home, a sense of 
competitiveness, an excessive 
dependence upon the opposite 
sex. and the fear of lonesome- 
ness. 


Now it seems plain to me 


that until young people are 
instructed in the needs 
and 


responses that are proper for 
a fruitful marriage, the di- 


vorce rate is going to mount 
dizzily, as divorces become 
easier 
in even- state, 
no 


matter how- vehemently the 
preachers inveigh against this 
evil. That old epigram. "The 
principal cause of divorce is 
marriage." has more sense 
than cynicism in it. 


"Preveniive m a r r i a g e " 


courses ought to be as impor- 
tant for the social health of 
the community as preventive 
medicine is for our physical 
well-being. And all this non- 
sense that is talked about the 
need for "sex education" in 
the schools obscures the fact 
that young people today know 
a great deal more about sex — 
in its biological aspect — than 
they do about the emotions 
behind it. 


It is not the factual, objec- 


tive, biological facts about sex 
that voung people <esperia'!y 
those of college age. who are 
close to marriage) need to be 
told about. It is. rather, the 
emotional meaning that sex 
comes to have for them, in a 
deeply symbolic sense. They 
do not want to know about the 
processes and operations: they 
do want to know about the 
place and value of sex in a 
we!i-<=tructured life, and 
the 


broader meaning of "moral- 
itv in the marriage relation- 
ship. 


Sex education, of the birds- 


and-bees h pe. is a subiect for 
the home, and at a relatively 
earlv age. But the preparation 
for marriage is a social rather 
than a private matter, and 
classes in psychology might 
profitably spend more time on 
the delicate emotional struc- 
ture of the growing person, 
and 
less 
on the salivated 


reflexes of Pavlov's dogs. 


As parents, most nf us can 


do little when our children 
embark on tragic misadven- 
tures, except point out how 
heavily all of us have to pay 
for our mistakes. And at that 
age, who listens to parents?

One solden rule that has never 


changed is the method for the 
perfect cup of hot tea. The pro- 
cedure still is the same as it 
was way back when. First, heat 
the teapot by rinsing with scald- 
ins water. Secondly, use freshly 
drawn. cold w-ater for the brew: 
brine to a bubbling boil, then 
pour over tea immediately. The 
third rule of measurement is 
one teaspoon of loose tea or one 
tea bag for each serving. Brew- 
ing time is the fourth step, three 
to 5 minutes to develop full 
flavor.
